In appearance it looks almost 
like anthracite, but it burns with a fierce 
flame, like cannel coal. Under its charter 
this company is authorized to build and 
operate a railroad to connect its mines 
with any existing railroad, and it has be- 
gun the construction of this road by al- 
ready grading four miles several miles 
south of Cullman, but, owing to the op- 
position of a few landowners along the 
proposed route and the attempt on the 
part of some of them to compel the com- 
pany to pay exorbitant prices for right 
of way, the work has been substantially 
suspended, pending legal proceedings and 
condemnation suits. Under these cireum- 
stances, the company has not yet decided 
whether to connect with the main line of 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad at a 
point just north of the town of Cullman or 
at another place just south of Cullman 
or at Phelan’s Station, about four miles 
below. 

This company, with its many diversified 
industries, some of which will be neces- 
sarily located at the railroad junction, 
will create at that point, wherever it may 
be, the largest town in the county, and 
if this opposition prevails, it will mean a 
hard blow to the town of Cullman, much 
worse than when a similar attitude caused 
the shops of the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad to be located at Decatur, which 
was a loss to this place of several thousand

SOLID AND SUBSTANTIAL. 
Growth of Haskell in a Rich Texas 
Agricultural Region. 

[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. ] 

IIaskell, Tex., September 24. 
Situated on latitude 38 north and near 
longitude 100 west, and near the geograph- 
ical center of Haskell county, is the beau- 
tiful little city of Haskell. 
ago Hlaskell’s population was about S00, 
5oo0,

while today it is approximately 
Four years ago the population of Haskell 
county was about GOOO; today it is nearly 
30,000, , 

IIerein lies the key to the wonderful 
growth of this section of country. As I 
have said of other Central West Texas 
sections, this growth has no resemblance 
of the mushroom or “boom” growth, but is 
of the most solid and substantial charac- 
ter. Buildings here, both business and 
residence, are substantial structures, 
usually of stone, brick or concrete, and 
will compare favorably with similar build- 
ings in architecture of any portion of the 
country. 

But the rapid growth of the town is not 
the most remarkable feature found here. 
When it is understood that only a_ few 
years ago this entire section was regarded 
~s wholly unfit for agricultural purposes, 
and when now by far the largest part of 
the county is in cultivation, with crops 
that will compare favorably with those of 
any portion of the State, it will be readily 
understood that this is no longer the 
worthless and arid plains that it was once 
thought to be, but a real farming country, 
where lands are hard to get at even $50 
an acre, whereas 10 years ago $5 to $10 
was the limit. 

As the growth of all towns in the South- 
west must depend upon the agricultural 
resources of its surroundings, it stands to 
reason that the town having the best lands 
and most progressive farmers will make 
the most rapid progress in material growth. 
Right here let me say that I have yet to 
see any other section where conditions are 


more favorable for profitable farming than : 


in this county. The surrounding country 





is comparatively level, not to say flat, but 
just enough slope to the lands to afford 
ample drainage. It is a prairie country, 
and therefore an ideal land for the em- 
ployment of modern farm machinery. The 
steam, or rather the gasoline-driven, plows 
are used here for plowing up the lands, 
and with these modern machines from 30 
to 40 acres of land can be turned over in 
a day. After the land is broken up other 
improved farm machinery is brought into 
use for planting and cultivating the crops, 
and one man with a good pair of horses or 
mules can easily plant and cultivate from 
SO to 100 acres of land. 

An idea of the average crops per acre 
may be found in the report of the Agricul- 
tural Department of the State, in which 
it was stated that the yield per acre in 
Haskell county was as follows: Corn, 35 
bushels; wheat, 20 to 30; oats, 40; milo 
maize and kaffir corn, each 50 to 60; cot- 
ton, one-half to three-quarters of a bale; 
sorghum hay, cured, 2% tons.

The city has just recently contracted 
for the grading of 26 miles of streets, and 
all of the principal streets have concrete- 
paved sidewalks. 

With a scholastic population of 755, the 
city has two fine school buildings, costing 
$12,000 and $15,000, while a third is now 
being built at a cost of $15,000, 

All the leading religious denominations 
have strong organizations here, each hav- 
ing commodious houses of worship, and 
the Methodist people are now building a 
handsome $30,000 church. 

Two national and one State bank, with 
combined resources of $512,000 and over 
$300,000 deposits, give some evidence of 
the financial condition of the people of the 
city and surrounding country. 

About 25,000 bales of cotton were grown 
in the county in 1908, and over 10,000 of 
the crop was marketed in Haskell by 
wagons. 

With only one railroad in operation, 
theré was paid for freight during the year 
ended June 30 last $88,499.69; for pas- 
senger traffic, $25,503.94. 

The city has both water-works and sewer 
system, and the finest of water to be found 
anywhere. ‘The source of water here is 
different from that found in most Texas 
towns. The surface formation is either a 
gray or a black soil of one to three or four 
feet deep; under this is a clay formation, 
which is found to be imperivous to water.

Baggage Smashing No More. 
The Chicago & Alton Railroad Co. notes 
a recent order of the Railroad Commission 
of a Western State requiring that baggage 
must not be handled direct from cars to 
platforms, but by the medium of trucks, 





and remarks that the “Alton” had antici- 
pated the law, having for a number of 
years required its employes to thus avoid 
smashing baggage. It is further stated 
that from January 1 to September 1 of 
this year there were more than 500,000 
pieces of baggage handled on this road, but 
only four were damaged, and the damage 
claims totaled only $14.97, or less than 


one-three-hundredth of a mill per piece.
